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“ IWW VirdenLU.440: Mid America 


The day after IWW members surprised Mid-America 
Machinery owner Larry Jabusch by showing up to spoil 
his fun at a heavy-equipment auction in Little Rock, Ar- 
kansas, the company filed suit against Metal and Machin- 
ery Workers Industrial Union 440 and Richard deVries, 
the principal IWW organizer. The company is asking for 
$50,000 damages from the union and another $50,000 
from deVries. The suit, alleging that the union was defam- 
ing the company’s good name and ruining its reputation 
by picketing and leafleting at sales auctions, was seen as 
something of a desperation move and as an indication that 
the informational picketing was having a real effect on the 
company. Union legal advisers have said that the suit was 
weak because although it alleges damages, it does not 
show that any illegal acts were undertaken by the union. 

Although Mid-America’s lawyer, James Baker, had 
threatened to file such a suit after picketing at a Chicago- 
area auction on September 7th, the Little Rock action on 
October 20th obviously triggered the suit. Mid-America, 
a heavy-equipment rebuilding firm in Virden, Ilinois, re- 
lies heavily on such auctions for its income. Fellow Work- 
ers Anne and Dan Pless of Arkadelphia, Arkansas joined 
five volunteer pickets from the Chicago Branch led by 
Richard deVries at the auction site. As the picketers pre- 
pared to distribute leaflets they were recognized by owner 
Jabusch, who had the auction management call the local 
police. The police informed the Fellow Workers that they 
would be arrested if they tried to set up a picket line or 
distribute leaflets. One cop reportedly told the Fellow 
Workers: “Don’t give me any stuff about the Constitution 
or the law. If you set up a picket line, I’m going to bust 
your ass.” 

After a quick group consultation, a change of tactics 
was decided on. Instead of picketing or leafleting, the 
Fellow Workers fanned out through the auction grounds 
to talk with potential bidders. Their message was simple : 
Mid-America Machinery has refused to recognize IU 440 
as the majority union at the shop, and has engaged in a 
veritable parade of unfair labor practices. And the message 
was effective: Once again Jabusch had to haul unsold equip- 
ment all the way back to Virden at a loss of thousands of 
dollars. 

While they were at the auction the IWW members, par- 
ticularly deVries, were threatened by men seen talking to 
Jabusch shortly before. At least one threatened to “blow 
your head off”, while other threats were limited to un- 
pleasant physical rearrangings of the Fellow Workers’ 
features. 

The next day, October 21st, the company filed its suit 
in a Carlinville, Ilinois court. The suit was filed as an 
amendment to the pending request for an injunction limit- 
ing picketing at the Virden plant. At the hearing attorney 
Baker was severely dressed down by the judge for failing 
to do his job. It seems that he had failed to subpoena the 
union; Frank Cedervall, veteran IWW organizer and speak- 
er, who was on hand for informational picketing at the 
plant in August; and Patrick Murfin, another IU 440 or- 
ganizer, all of whom had been named in the original suit 
for the injunction. The judge continued the case indefi- 
nitely pending the subpoena of all parties. DeVries, ap- 
pearing for the union and all other defendants named in 
the original suit, was told that he ‘‘did not have a license 
to practice law in the State of Ilinois” and could only 
represent himself. The union plans to ask for a dismissal 
of the suit. No new court date has yet been scheduled. 


Meanwhile, the union is preparing for the National 
Labor Relations Board hearing on the company’s unfair 
labor practices scheduled for Carlinville December 13th. 
The already lengthy list of 46 unfair-labor-practice charges 
was expanded with the addition of three more concerning 
acts of harassment directed against Robert Swaggerty and 
Rick Wehlitz. Because the union is seeking a directed bar- 
gaining order from the NLRB, it was decided, on the ad- 
vice of the NLRB attorney handling the case, to withdraw 
the petition for election. The withdrawal is “without prej- 
udice”, meaning that an election can still be scheduled for 
a later date. The union is claiming that it has a definite 
majority of the shop employees, but was refused recogni- 
tion by Jabusch after being shown evidence of that major- 
ity and that the long train of unfair labor tactics employed 
by the boss would make it difficult to get a fair election. 

Meanwhile, dramatic evidence of what IU 440 is fight- 
ing for came with the serious injury of Fellow Worker 
Rick Wehlitz on the job. Fellow Worker Wehlitz was in- 
jured while trying to lift a heavy object without the proper 
equipment. He may be off work for as long as six months. 
His injury was only the most recent in a series of such in- 
cidents, one of which sparked the unionizing drive to be- 
gin with. IU 440 has made the installation of proper hoists 
and jacks a major demand. 


Case to NLRB 


It began quietly in a basement room of the ornate old 
Macoupin County Court House in Carlinville, Illinois. The 
small, balding judge, Robert Mullen, who announced that 
this was his 30th anniversary on the bench as an adminis- 
trative law judge for the National Labor Relations Board, 
gaveled the hearing to order about 9 am December 13th. 
Present were a number of members of Metal and Machin- 
ery Workers IU 440 at the Virden plant of Mid-America 
Machinery; Lawrence Jabusch, owner of the company; 
and Fred Schroeder, the foreman. 

It began when the judge turned down five suc- 
cessive motions by Jabusch’s attorney, James Baker. These 
motions included some to dismiss recent additions to the 
already-lengthy list of unfair-labor-practice charges, as 
well as motions for continuance and discovery. 

Rick Wehlitz, a leading militant at the plant, was fired 
November 30th while on medical leave recovering from a 
hernia operation. The union amended the charges to in- 
clude his firing as an unfair labor practice. In a letter dated 
November 30th the company alleged that Fellow Worker : 
Wehlitz had failed to adequately service a D-8 caterpillar 
tractor which was then shipped to a buyer in Southern 
Missouri. The tractor reportedly failed a few hours after 
arriving at its destination. 

A second new unfair-labor-practice charge was filed 
in connection with the $50,000 suit which the company 
has filed against the union, because the suit asks that court 


costs be assessed against the defendants, including Mid- 
America employees Robert Swaggerty and Rick Wehlitz. 
The Federal labor law maintains that holding individual 
workers financially liable for union activity has a chilling 
effect on union activity. 

The union’s case was presented by Victor Witte, an 
NLRB lawyer out of the St. Louis regional office, and 
took two days to present. Principal witnesses included 
IWW members Jim D’Anouy, Ken Gerkos, Rick Wehlitz, 
Bob Imhoff, and Robert Swaggerty. The union also called 
D’Anouy’s wife and Fred Schroeder, the foreman, as a 
hostile witness. 


Virden 1.U. 440: 


The testimony given by the Fellow Workers was com- 
plete, informed, and virtually without important contra- 
dictions. Baker was unable to seriously damage any of the 
testimony on cross examination. 


The company’s case lasted three days. They concen- 
trated their direct testimony on defending the firings of 
D‘Anouy and Wehlitz, virtually ignoring the bulk of the 
unfair-labor-practice charges filed against them. Some of 
their own witnesses backfired on them. David Strong, a 
non-union employee who was kept at work through the 
July lockout, testified that the minor repairs he made dur- 
ing that period were not serious enough to have required 
the closing of the plant, as the company had contended. 
Even owner Larry Jabusch virtually admitted on the stand 
that he locked the fellow workers out because of union 
activity. 

Board attorney Witte has advised the union that the 
company’s failure to contest the bulk of the charges is 
likely to result in the directed bargaining order IU 440 has 
been seeking. 

But the company fired both barrels at Rick Wehlitz. 
Much of their direct testimony consisted of attempts to 
justify the firing. They even went so far as to bring in 
three men from Missouri to testify as to the condition 
of the D-8 tractor in question—a very expensive propo- 
sition. The union countered that testimony with Billy 
Surratt, a tester and assembler from Fiat-Allis in Spring- 
field. He was brought in by John Horacks, President of 
United Auto Workers Local 1027. Surratt provided alter- 
native explanations as to the cause of damage to the ma- 
chinery. 

IU 440 has also continued aggressive organizing at the 
Mid-America shop. Two newly hired employees were 
pleased to sign up in the union, maintaining the healthy 
majority of signed-up workers in the shop. 

A decision on the NLRB case is expected within the 
next three months. The union expects a ruling in its favor, 
but also expects that the boss might appeal the ruling. 
If he does we will continue to need money for legal ex- 
penses in addition to the legal expenses of the law suit. 
We also need expense money to keep traveling back and 
forth to the Virden area and to keep picketing teams go- 
ing to auctions and sales. 

Relief for some of the workers is also necessary, even 
though the shop is not currently on strike. Rick Wehlitz, 
who has not worked since early November and has not yet 
received his workman’s-compensation claim, received 
$100 from the union for relief.

David deVries, secretary of the General Production 
Workers Organizing Committee, which has been handling 
the drive, has appealed for financial help in defraying the 
costs of the campaign. He pointed out that traveling ex- 
penses to and from Chicago, heavy telephone bills, and 
legal expenses are all costly. In addition, the Committee 
wants to raise funds for strike relief in the event that a 
walkout should become necessary. In a letter to IWW 
branches and groups, deVries said: “Remember, Fellow 
Workers, if the IWW is to function as a revolutionary un- 
ion on the job, we must get on the job. And we must act 
as a union. Bill Haywood once said that the treasury of 
the IWW is in the pockets of the working class. Now is the 
time to prove it. Start digging, Fellow Workers.” 


- AGANA, GUAM 


Members of General Defense Committee Local 4 in 
Guam are appealing for funds to help those imprisoned 
in the detention camps of the Philippines.

SANTA CRUZ, CALIFORNIA 


The IWW has been very active here organizing public- 
service workers and recipients for several months. Major 
gains have come especially in organizing CETA (Compre- 
hensive Employment Training Act) workers. The follow- 
ing have been negotiated in union shops: better wages, 
health and dental benefits, safer working conditions, 
grievance procedures, legal insurance, paid holidays and 
vacations, 32 hours’ work for 40 hours’ pay, retirement 
benefits, profit sharing, and the elimination of sexual, 
racial, and other obnoxious forms of discrimination. 

A while back this columnist reported that the IWW had 
signed up 100% of the bus washers in the Santa Cruz 
Transit District. Due to this threat to the boss, two work- 
ers were fired. Thanks to the militancy of the IWW, an 
endorsement from the Central Labor Council of the 
AFL-CIO, and documentation of the harassment of the 
workers, the Transit Board was forced to rehire the two 
workers at a higher wage. Then Management forced the 
workers to join another union, which had previously 
barred them. Many workers have also been harassed with 
out-of-the-way work sites and bad scheduling. Despite 
overwhelming support for the IWW, there are serious 
problems with this organizing effort. The bus washers 
are not covered by the National Labor Relations Board. 
Therefore, lengthy and costly court hearings will be re- 
quired in the fight for recognition. 

Our union believes in working with recipients/con- 
sumers as well as workers on a given job. The Santa Cruz 
folks have been fighting for welfare rights, tenant rights, 
and the rights of certain CETA applicants who are being 
mistreated due to a delay in their eligibility to apply for 
CETA jobs. 

Much of the Santa Cruz work is now publicized in a 
newsletter they put out called WORKERS’ PROGRESS. 
There is also a Wobbly print shop there: the Helen Keller 
Print Collective. (Helen Keller was a Wobbly.) They now 
have a hall to work in. Much time is being spent on fund- 
raising activities such as rummage sales. The low incomes 
of their constituents, however, make money hard to 
come by.

The year old Schleyer shot himself with a fist-sized pistol sometime during the night 
according to Helmut Hencke, a physician for the RAF. Police who removed the body this mornings 
however, claimed the death weapon was not found In the trunk when they broke taro ite 

A lawyer for Schleyer sald after attending his autopsy that Schleyer was killed by three 
bullet wounds to the back of the head. He sald he doubted the wounds were self-inflicted. 

RAF spokesman Slegiries Hausner called such speculation nonsense, but added that the RAF wants 
to find how the exeNaz! terrorist got his sulclde weapone 

"None of us can grasp how It was possible for a prisoner In the trunk of that car to get a 
weapon,” he said, “or, for that matter, how he managed to dispose of It before dying.” 

No explanation was offered as to how the prisoner had learned of the fallure of government 
negotiations. Security precauticns had been so strict that Schleyer had not been allowed out of 
the trunk of that car since his capture on September Stha He had been stripesearched and locked 
In the trunk naked on that date and his only human contacts since that time had been two members 
of the RAF grcup. 

Despite the extreme Isolation, RAF leaders had recently voiced suspicions that the Imprisoned 
industrialist was somehow still managing to direct the operations of his vast manufacturing 
empire from his cell In the parked care 

German authorities, meanwhile, accused the extremists of hag ting their captive to avenge the 
recent deaths of three Insurgents being held In Stuttgart's Stammhelm Prison. The Insurcents 
were ee held following convictions on charges stemming from their activities as members of 
the RAF. Government statements have called the prison deaths "accidents". 

RAF spokesman Hausner, replying to the government charaes, sald, "It Is come hase Impossible 
that Sc ox died at someone else's hand. It Is possible for people to kill themselves so It 
looks peculiar.” i 

Hausner remarked further that the former high=ranking SS member, In his fight to discredit 
the RAF, now had "also employed the violent destruction of his own Iife as a weapon." He sald 
Schleyer had chosen suicide nct because of belated repentance "but as a beacon for his comrades 
stili at large. Schleyer engineered his own death In a manner Intended to guarantee the maxi= 
mum embarrassment for his ceptors." 

This Is the second time In recent weeks that the RAF has been embroiled In controversy In the 
wake of deaths related to its activities. Some right-wing and business grcups charged murder 
two months ago when another leading German Industrialist, Jurgen Ponto, was found dead In his 
front room following a visit from members of the groupe 

The RAF has officlally labeled Ponto's death a sulcide.
